I  have  been  getting  calls  and  emails  about  the  status  of  SAFE 
centers  reopening.  I  know  they  are  closed  because  of  the  current 
situation  but  many  ask  why  since  even  before  the  pandemic,  there 
was  little  contact  and  the  employees  wore  PPE.
